Aller hanglog for nears
iy thirty minuies, the body was out down
and turoed over to friends.
The orime for which Doremus was hanged
was perpetrated on the afternoon of ihe
19:h of June Isst, He came boine drunk
and, as was bis wont, proosadad Lo beat hiw
wile.
